Another share 
of this interest,

and pulling down his own standards. 


The Bureau says that "the economic 


losses caused by laws and regulations that 
unduly restrict commerce .in agricultural 
products have been substantial," and then 
it recites in detail how, in relation to 
fluid "milk, the power, to make laws, and 
the right to create them for good purposes 
such as the protection of public health, 
have been increasingly abused for the pur- 
pose of rneting out favoritism. 


Some states have passed laws prohibi- 


ting the importation of fluid milk orig- 
inating on any^farm that has not been 
inspected by that state. Some cities, em- 


1-powered, by-theiif states to regulate the 


quality and "standard of food products, 
have-passed'similar ordinances. 


The Bureau made a detailed investi- 


gation into Tmmerous cases of this nature 
to ascertain whether these laws and ordi- 
nances were.passed for, .any honest pur- 
pose or whether they were merely en- 
acted to deprive the country and its dairy- 
men of free markets and their natural 
effects. The Bureau's conclusion is quite 
an unhappy one. It found that the states 
that excluded milk excepting from in-, 
spected farms did not inspect the farms. 
A variety of reasons and excuses was ad- 
vanced for this condition—sometimes the 
law required them to pay for the inspec- 
tion, sometimes it failed to supply in- 
spectors. At any rate the normal flow of 
trade ivas impeded and in many instances 
stopped entirely. 


A sample of the report in this particu- 


lar follows: 


"In the Middle Atlantic States, mu- 


nicipal regulations have often been of 
greater importance than those of the 
states. The strict inspection laws ol 
both Xew Jersey and 
Pennsylvania

One Wisconsin com- 
pany reported to the Bureau that it shoul- 
dered the expense of sending Cleveland 
officials to inspect Wisconsin farms. 


Other vicious legislation of this kind 


has popped up all over the country. Thus 
one state prohibits the use of dry milk 
in the manufacture of sausage; another 
places a sales tax of 5 cents a pound on 
dry milk when the product is used for 
producing fluid milk; and still further 
acts arc pending in a number of states to 
require labels on all food products show- 
ing the point of origin, a requirement 
whose only purpose is to make effective 
buy-at-home campaigns. 


The Bureau approves the recommen- 


dation that the use of governmental pow- 
ers to differentiate between 
different 


groups of farmers is unjustifiable and 
"the erection of tariff walls around milk 
sheds, creation of monopoly for farmers 
within, and exclusion by law of those out- 
side, have the same unfortunate effects in- 
side this country as erection of inter- 
national trade barriers has upon world 
commerce. They lead to retaliatory action 
which is injurious to the farmers and the 
public because it interrupts the economic 
flow of commerce."

and this left an easy one-over-o;ie 
icsponsc available to North. On the 
next round South showed his great 
honor strength and North, with a 
scattering of honors and a five card 
suit, properly went to game. 


West led the deuce of spades and 


declarer correctly allowed East's ten 
to hold the trick. East returned a 
spade. Declarer won and led the 
deuce of clubs to the king, then re- 
turned the club three and tried the 
safety play of the eight spot. This 
would have been a good "insurance 
play" if East had held the Q J x x 
of clubs, but unfortunately for de- 
clarer it v.-as West who had that 
holding. West won with the club 
jack and continued with a third 
spade. Declarer's last stopper went 
and now, when the club ace was 
played, the suit failed to break. 
There was nothing to do but to con- 
tinue with clubs, however, so de- 
clarer morosely led a fourth club. 
West won, cashed his good spade, 
and led a diamond. East's ace pro- 
duced the setting trick. 


As pointed out by Mr. Perkins, 


the right line of play was ridicu- 
lously easy. On winning the second 
spade South should have laid down 
the diamond king' from his own 
hand, not troubling to enter dummy 
for the "conventional" lead toward 
the king. It would be fatal to squan- 
der dummy's entries for such a pur- 
pose and, as a matter of fact, the 
only lay of diamonds declarer could 
find that would hold his losers to 
one trick would be A Q or Q x in 
East's hand. 


Note how simple the problem be- 


comes when declarer lays down the 
diamond king. Let us 'suppose that 
East holds up, which is the best de- 
fense. The diamond ten is continued 
and West wins. Now it does not 
matter what West returns, but let 
us assume that he continues with 
spades. Declarer wins, enters dum- 
my with the club king, and returns 
a diamond. East's ace is forced out 
and the contract can be claimed 
with three 
diamond tricks, 
two 


clubs, two spades, and two hearts. 
As a matter of fact declarer has a 
play for an extra trick in the hean 
finesse, but dares not try it, since 
West's spade lead might have been 
"phony" and it may be East who 
has the thirteener in the suit. 


I think Mr. Perkins was a little 


hard on the declarer when he said 
this was the "worst rjlayed hand of 
the month." It is quite true that the 
right play is simplicity itself, but it 
is of a type that unfortunately does 
not strike Ihe eye of many fair 
players.

In years gone by at our house 


on .he farm, the milk was brought 
n in tall milk cans and then placed 


in a large, cov- 
ered stone jar to 
sour for cottage 
cheese. 
After it 


had 
soured 
we 


turned the con- 
tents of this jar 
into a large ket- 
tle and heated it 
gently to a tem- 
perature a little 
above lukewarm. 


The kettle was 


t h e n removed 
from

stove

and let stand un- 
Miss Schneider til the whey had 


risen to the top. 
The whey was 


then poured off, and the curd was 
turned into a bag made of heavy 
cheese cloth, and left to drain and 
dry for several hours or over night. 


Before serving, the cheese was 


made fine and then seasoned with 
salt and good sweet cream. 


Today, we, like so many other 


persons, buy our cottage cheese in 
cartons or glass jars, but it still ap- 
pears on our table frequently. 


Cottage cheese is a most versa- 


tile food, it blends prefectly with 
almost any type of food, and it may 
appear on the menu as a main dish, 
a salad or a dessert.

Washlnrton—President Roosevelt 


now has appointed four out of the 
nine justices of the supreme court 
of the United States. Fate may give 
him another appointment before

sion. If one counts Justice HarJan 
Stone as a consistent "liberal," there 
now are at least five justices who 
favor a "liberal" interpretation of 
the constitution. 


The latest appointee, William O. 


Douglas, carries out one objective of 
Mr. Roosevelt's effort to reorganize 
the supreme court by adding more 
justices—youth on the bench—even 
more than do the three other jus- 
tices selected- by President Roose- 
velt 


The other objective—a "liberal 


outlook" with respect to the inter- 
pretation of the constitution—can 
certainly be assured through Mr. 
Douglas, just as it was achieved 
with the appointment of 
Messrs. 


Reed, Black and Frankfurter. 


Liberal Outlook 


Just what is a "liberal outlook" 


may take a little time to develop, 
perhaps until some concrete cases 
arise involving clear issues as be- 
tween the confiscation doctrine, of- 
ten espoused by "radicals," and the 
idea of conservation of property for 
the individual, hitherto champion- 
ed as true liberalism. 


But it would be wrong to give the 


impression that most cases 
that 


come before the supreme court of 
the United States contain constitu- 
tional questions. Most of them con- 
cern the conflict of private rights. 
and that is one reason why, in the 
past, corporation lawyers who have 
had a successful career in private 
practice have usually been picked 
for the supreme court. In this re- 
spect, the new appointees, with the 
possible exception of Justice Reed, 
do not have much actual experience. 
Justice Black 'as in political life, 
and Professors 
Frankfurter 
and 


Douglas have been teaching law at 
Harvard and Yale, rcspecth cly. so 
they have hardly had much contact 
with the actual operations of the 
many kinds of businesses whose ac- 
tivities come into litigation of the 
kind that reaches the 
supreme 


court. 


Rare Experience 


Mr. Douglas, on the other hand, in 


the last few years has had experi- 
ence of a rare sort being chairman 
of the securities and exchange com- 
mission, where he has learned 
a 
great deal about investment bank- 
ing, securities sales on the stock ex- 
changes, and reorganization pro- 
ceedings as they relate to the bank- 
ruptcy laws—an insight into cor- 
poration 
finance 
which 
should 


prove invaluable to him on the 
bench. 


The principal objection 
which 


will be urged against Mr. Douglas is 
geographical, for western senators; 


have wanted a justice appointed 
from the west. It Is true Mr, Doug- 
las has spent more years of hla life 
in the northwest than 
anywhere 


else, but the basic idea In urging a 
westerner has been the possible se- 
lection of someone actually engag- 
ed, in his cdult life, in practicing 
law in the west. 
Just why this should be a require- 


ment is not easy to explain, because 
it would naturally be assumed that 
an intelligent and capable jurist 
should be appointed irrespective of 
what section of the country claims 
him. When it was President Hoo- 
ver's task to appoint a man to the 
supreme court and the west claimed 
that particular appointment as a 
matter of priority and tradition, he 
brushed aside geographical consid- 
erations to appoint the late Justice 
Cardozo, who hailed 
from 
New 


York. 


Born In West 


Whether Mr. Douglas, who was 


born in the state of Minnesota and 
lived in the state of Washington, is 
a full-fledfed representative of the 
farwest in a political sense is not so 
important as whether he is quali- 
fied to sit on the supreme court for 
the many years ahead that 
his 


youthful age will permit. The repu- 
tation which Mr. Douglas has in the 
national capital is this: he is 
in 


sympathy with the New Deal and 
yet he has won the confidence of 
many men in Wall street because he 
has seemed to them to possess 
a 


sense of fairness. 


There are undoubtedly men in 


Wall Street who hold an opposite 
impression, but it is always difficult 
for business interests to form an ap- 
praisal of a public official 
who 


heads a regulatory body and who 
has a statute to enforce which has 
in it noxious provisions. 


Honest, Sincere 


On the whole, it may be said that 


William O. Dougla-; is fundamen- 
tally honest and sincere. If, when he 
ascends the bench, he 
persuades 


himself to forget that he was ap- 
pointed by a president of the United 
States with a specific idea of how 
the constitution shall be- interpreted, 
and deals with each case on its mer- 
its and on the basis of the evidence 
presented and fairness in interpret- 
ing the law and the constitution, he 
will make a good judge. 


If, as sometimes happens, judges 


do not permit themselves to forget 
they once were part of the world of 
political controversy, 
it 
takes a 


long time for the public to acquire 
confidence in their 
fundamental 


sense of justice, and. after all. re- 
spect for the supreme court of the 
United States as an institution will 
rise or fall in the future, as in the 
past in accordance as the individu- 
al justices look at public controver- 
sies impersonally and without po- 
litical or economic bias. 


Mr. Douglas will doubtless be 


confirmed, and. if predictions are in 
order, it may be assumed that Jus- 
tice Douglas will forget political 
and economic prejudices so far as 
it is humanly possible and will de- 
vote himself to the tenets of fair- 
ness and equal justice "to rich and 
poor alike." as is required in the 
oath of office taken by a justice of 
the supreme court of the United 
States.

Program 
for 
Velvety 


Green Carpet Is Out- 


lined by Experts 


In a few weeks thousands of 


Applcton folks will begin spring 
work on their lawns, so that the 
green carpel around the house will 
have its usual velvety appearance. 


Summer visitors to Appleton, es- 


pecially those from the south where 
the blazing sun early in the sea- 
.son turns the green grass to sear 
•brown, are amazed at the beautiful 
lawns here. Many of them ask how 
it's done without realizing that the 
Fame climate that gives Wisconsin 
its milk producing pasturage helps 
home owners have lovely lawns. 


Gardners Give Advice 


Experienced gardners suggest _the 


following program as designed to 
give the best results in producing 
a beautiful lawn: 


Rakins—As early in the spring 


as you can walk on the lawn with- 
out leaving footprints, preferably 
before the grass has started to 
grow, rake off any debris which 
may have accumulated during the 
winter, so it will not interfere with 
growth of grass. 


Plant Food—As soon as raking 


is completed apply a complete bal- 
anced plant food at the rate of 
about four pounds per 100 square 
feet. If this can be applied before 
the grass has started to grow, pre- 
ferably just after frost has left the 
ground, the plant food need not be 
watered in. If, however, growth of 
grass 
has 
started, 
application 


should be made only when .the 
grass is dry. and the lawn should 
be watered thoroughly so as to 
carry-the plant food down into the 
soil where the roots can get it. Ap- 
ply evenly, broadcast or with a 
spreader. 
. Rollins—As soon as the turf is 
reasonably dry in the spring, roll 
it to eliminate any air pockets, 
which may have developed during 
winter through alternate freezing 
and thawing. This operation brings 
the grass roots again into firm 
contact with the soil so that growth 
can go on. Clay soils require less 
rolling with a lighter weight roller 
than used for ordinary soils. 


Resccdinc—Reseed thin spots in 


the lawn with good lawn seed, us- 
ing three to five pounds per 1.000 
square feet. The soil in bare spots 
'should be pulverized with a steel 
toothed rake, then seeded, using 
about twice as much seed as is 
used on thin turf. After seeding 
cover lightly with top soil to pro- 
tect seed and give it a chance to 
germinate. 


Mowing—Do not allow the grass 


to grow taller than three inches, 
and do not clip shorter than one 
and one-half inches. 
If clipped 


short damage may result during 
dry and hot weather. 


Watcrinc—Do not sprinkle t h e 


lawn. AVhcn it is necessary to wa- 
ter, thoroughly .<oak the ground, 
letting the sprinklers run until the 
water has soaked to a depth of 
four to five inches. Then do not 
water again until the soil gets pret- 
ty dry.

Milk ond Its Products 


U— SAFE MILK 


It a person could have only one 


food, the best would 
be milk. It 


comes 
de-best to being a "per- 


fect" food, and a person 
could 


live on its for a long time. If he 
grew tired of a liquid diet, 
he 


could turn some of his milk into 
checiC. He also could make an- 
other solid food — butter — but 
most of us wouldn't 
care about 


eating butter if we had no bread 
to put it on! 


Still another solid which can be 


taken from milk is a special kind 
of sugar. A quart of milk contains 
more than an ounce and a half of 
milk sugar. Another name for milk 
sugar is "lactose." 


There is fat in milk— an aver- 


age of about an ounce and one- 
fourth to a quart. The fat is made 
i«p of tiny bits known as "glob- 
ules." Nearly all of the fat rises 
with the cream. 


Each quart of milk has just 


about one ounce of protein, a body- 
building food. The 
protein 
has 


the special name of "casein," pro- 
nounced "kay-see-in," with accent 
on the "kay." It is good as a food, 
and also may be taken from 
the 


milk 
and used in a number of 


ways. Combs, rims for eyeglasses, 
billard balls and fountain pen bar- 
rels are among the things some- 
times made from the 
casein of 


milk. It also goes into certain kinds , 
of glue and paint. 


One trouble with milk is that it 


makes a good home for the tiny 
plants known as "bacteria." 
They 


are so 
small that thousands of 


them could rest on the head of a 
pin. 


Most bacteria found in milk are 


not harmful, but some kinds are I 
They may cause such an illness as 
scarlet fever or typhoid. A cow 
\vhich drinks water containing ty- 
phoid germs may pass the same 
kind of germs to people who drink 
the milk. 


Because of such danger, people 


who handle milk should keep it as 
clean as possible. 
Such care will 


help a great deal, but is not en- 
ough to make the milk safe in every 
way. 


If milk is boiled, the 
bacteria i 


or germs can be killed 
Boiled 


milk has fine food value, but many 
persons do not like the taste. That 
is why the work of Pasteur is so 
important. He found a way to kill 
the dangerous germs by heating 
milk without bringing it to the boil- 
ing point This process is known as 
"pasteurizing." and it does little, if 
any, harm to the good taste of 
milk. When you buy milk with the 
word "pasteurized" on the bottle or 
cap. it means the milk has been 
treated by the method of Pasteur. 


The housewife should take pains 


to keep milk clean and cold. The 
refrigerator is the proper place for 
it except when it is being serv- 
ed.(For General Interest section of 
yonr scrapbook.)

Madlvui—Supporters of the Wis- 


consin Council of Apiculture's new 
labor relations act. expected to be 
before the Wisconsin senate this 
•week, today were joined by 
the 


Wisconsin State Chamber of Com- 
merce, which in bulletins to mem- 
bers urged them to communicate 
their support of the measure 
to 


their legislative representatives. 


At the same time members of the 


senate who were considered 
as 


doubtful on Jhe bisgest issue to date 
in the legislative session reported 
that they are being subjected to the 
heaviest barrage of pressure, from 
both sides of the controversy, 
in 


their legislative careers. 


The majority of the 
Fox river 


valley's senate representatives arc 
counted for the bill, despite 
the 


strong pressure from labor lobby- 
ists and local unions against it. Mike 
Mack of Shiocton. and 
Taylor 


Brown of Oshkosh. Republicans, are 
counted for it. Mike Krcsky 
of 


Green Bay, Progressive, is against 
the measure, while Francis Yindra 
of Manitowoc. Democrat has not yet 
j 


committed himself. 


While both sides were claiming 


him over the weekend, capital ob- 
servers were inclined to believe 
that he would continue to support 
the Coalition majority in the senate. 


The state chamber of commerce in 


its message to members called the 
"employment peace 
act", already 


approved in the lower house, "a 
vital piece of legislation. It has the 
capacity of fostering 
industrial 


peace by making employees and 
employers jointly responsible: it 
provides for a reasonable 'cooling 
off period by requiring a ten-day 
notice of strike in case of perish- 
able commodities, and it separates 
the functions of prosecution, fact- 
finding and adjudication". 


Karl S. Reynolds, secretary, said 


that "we sincerely believe that the 
workers of the state will be best 
served in the long run by having 
this law passed. If it were in any 
detail unfair to labor, we would be 
unwilling to endorse it However, 
this law does not destroy any of the 
sound privileges and rights 
of 


workers but does limit some of the 
powers and arbitrary, 
one-sided 


advantages -which have made the 
present law obnoxious to employ- 
ers and the general public". 
• The chamber added 
that "the 


conservative, conscientious, 
think- 


ing farmers of the state are for this 
bill".
